mark-ups showing the changes made in the present Preliminary Amendment:

12. (Currently Amended) An organic electroluminescent display, comprising: 

a plurality of parallel first display electrodes of high light transmission form e d in parall e l 
located on a substantially transparent substrate; 

an opaque insulating layer having slots of strip e shap e s ^ formed e» over the substrate and 
partially exposing the first display electrodes, th e slots ar e p e rp e ndicular to th e first display 
e l e ctrod e s wherein the opaque insulating layer includes a plurality of slots ; 

a plurality of insulating ramparts of r e vers e tap e r e d cross s e ction form e d , located on the 
display electrodes at th e slots, and protruding from the slots of the opaque insulating layer the 
insulating ramparts including ov e rhangs on th e portion away from the substrat e such that th e 
insulating lay e r is form e d utilizing an anisotropic e tching proc e ss so as to b e in parall e l to th e 
insulating ramparts and th e first display e l e ctrod e s ar e expos e d partially ; 

an organic electroluminescent material, disposed on the exposed regions of the first display 
electrodes; and 

a plurality of second display electrodes form e d in parall e l , located on the organic 
electroluminescent material, the second display electrodes being perpendicular to the first display 
electrodes. 

13. (Currently Amended) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, 
wherein th e angl e b e tw ee n th e substrat e and e ach ov e rhang is in a rang e of 40 80 d e gr ee s the 
insulating ramparts extend in overhang portions having a tapered section, a side of the tapered 
section forming an angle of about 40-80 degrees with the substrate . 

14. (Currently Amended) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, 
wherein the thickness of the insulating ramparts is in a range of about 1-5 jam. 
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15. (Currently Amended) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, 
wherein the cross-linking at th e portion of th e insulating ramparts proximat e to is in a greater 
amount in a portion of the insulating ramparts in proximity to the substrate is mor e significant 
than at th e portion than in a portion of the insulating ramparts further away from the substrate. 

16. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, wherein the 
opaque insulating layer is made of polyimide incorporated with dark pigments. 

17. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, wherein the 
opaque insulating layer has a thickness of about l-2|nm. 

18. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, wherein the slots 
of the opaque insulating layer has a width of about 5-30|am. 

19. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 12, wherein the 
insulating ramparts are made of a photoresist material. 

20. (New) An organic electroluminescent display, comprising: 
a first display electrode on a substantially transparent substrate; 

a pattern of opaque insulating layer, disposed on the first display electrode; 

a pattern of insulating ramparts, placed on the first display electrode, wherein the insulating 
ramparts have overhang portions overlapping the pattern of opaque insulating layer; 

an organic electroluminescent material, located on the first display electrode between the 
insulating ramparts; and 

a second display electrode, located on the organic electroluminescent material. 

21. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein the 
insulating ramparts extend into overhang portions having a tapered section, a side of the tapered 
section forming an angle of about 40-80 degrees with the substrate. 
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22. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein the 
thickness of the insulating ramparts is in a range of about l-5)im. 

23. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein cross- 
linking is in a greater amount in a portion of the insulating ramparts in proximity to the substrate 
than in a portion of the insulating ramparts further away from the substrate. 

24. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein the 
opaque insulating layer is made of polyimide incorporated with dark pigments. 

25. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein the 
opaque insulating layer has a thickness of about l-2|im. 

26. (New) The organic electroluminescent display according to claim 20, wherein the 
insulating ramparts are made of a photoresist material. 
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
